In $W, Applicant's summary for the groun ds of rejection to be reviewed on anneals as directed to the Office Action dated 12, 
2003, is incorrect due to the inconsistencies with the rejections discussed in said Office Action. For example, step "B. " of 
§VI does not correspond to any rejections in said Office Action. Further. Applicant does not include the 35 U.S.C. $112. 
First Paragraph, lack of enablement rejection from said Office Action in SW. 

Applicant indicates in §IV that Itlhere we re no further amendments to the claims. However. Applicant confusingly provides 
a claim set wit h the instant appeal brief wherein claim 1 has the "{Currently Amended)" status and said claim is marked up 
Applicant is advised to provide a clean copy of the claims with their proper status indicator j h r\ , - 
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
